Wm. Reifieissen, char ged with mur ­ 
der in the second degr ee for the 
killing of Henr y Ross, color ed, was 
taken up for tr ial befor e Judge Geo. 
F. I^ongan and a jur y in the cr imi­ 
nal cour t this for enoon. 
On the night of Januar y 30, 1896, 
Ross had a difficulty m John W. 
Siebe’s saloon on West Main str eet. 
He thr ew a beer glass 
and then 
lashed out of the side door into 
Kentucky str eet. 
The defendant, Raiifeissen, was 
then a member of the police for ce. 
He saw Ross as he was fleeing nor th 
on Kentucky str eet, and, after in­ 
vestigation as to the cause of the 
tr ouble, star ted in pur suit. 
In the chase Raiffeissen fir ed two 
shots, one of which enter ed Ross’ 
body, causing his death the next 
day, after he had been oper ated up­ 
on and r emoved to the City hos­ 
pital. 
When the case was called this 
mor ning the

W. D. Steele outlined the case 
for the defense. 
It was admitted 
that the second shot fir ed enter ed 
Ross’ body, but the defense claim ­

towar ds the gr ound, and, hitting 
some har d substance, had been de­ 
flected upwar ds and in Us cour se 
had str uck Ross.. 
The defense as outlined will be 
that 
the 
killing was pur ely acci­ 
dental, and that the defendant had 
no intention of shooting Ross. 
Cor oner E. F. Gr esham, the fir st 
witness, testified as 10 the natur e of 
the wound as shown by the post 
mor tem. 
He was examined by Mr . 
Hoffman 
and 
cr oss examined by 
Mr . Steele. 
John Ross, father of Henr y Ross, 
was the next witness. 
He identified 
clothing which was exhibited to the 
jur y as the gar ments wor n by Henr y 
Ross when he was wounded. 
He 
also testified that Henr y was about 
6 feet tall. 
Defense did not cr oss 
examine the witness. 
Dr . W. G. Cowan descr ibed the 
wound and cour se of the bullet as 
r evealed at the sur gical examination 
of the wounded r aan. 
Dr . W. J. Fer guson descr ibed the 
tr eatment of Ross after he had been 
wounded. 
Pr osecuting 
Attor ney 
Hoffman 
exhibited to the jur y the clothing

wor n by Ross when shot, and then 
r ead Raiffeissen's testimony at the 
y 
cor oner ’s inquest, after which ccur t 
took

was W. S. Allen, who gave the sub 
I 
stance of a shor t inter view he had 
with the defendant after the shoot­

Geor ge S. Edmonson descr ibed 
the scene of the shooting and tr aced

by use of diagr ams the cour se of the 
jbullct that passed thr ough a pane 
of glass in the supply house.

state endeavor ed to br ing out by

witness that the bullet in its flight 
fr om the point wher e it is supposed 
to have been fir ed cr ossed the tr acks 
at a height of between six and seven 
feet, but the cour t sustained the 
objections of the defense, and the 
measur ements and conclusions wer e 
r uled out.

of time, when che fungus was too 
nearly closed to allow the gargling, 
he blew the sulphur through the

the gargling.

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DRAGGED TO DEATH 


The Desperate Act of a Penn­ 
sylvania Convict. 


ATTEMPTED TO ESCAPE. 


The Sheriff Grappled With Him and 
Both Fell from tl^e Train—The 
Former Killed. 


P i t t s b u r g , Pa., Nov. 20 — Foiled 
in a plot to escape, Patrick Cronin, 
a desperate convict, on his way to 
the Riverside penitentiary to serve 
a five years' sentence for robV .ry, 
dragged Warden Thomas E. 
Me- 
Crea, of the Erie county jail, from 
a swiftly moving train, at the risk 
of his own life, and killed him. 
Cronin was one of sixteen co n ­ 
victs that left Erie yesterday morn 
ing in charge of Sheriff Evans and 
deputies. There were about twenty- 
two men m the party, which o c c u ­ 
pied a special car on the Erie and 
Pittsburg 
express. 
After leaving 
Erie Sheriff Evans locked the doors 
of the car. 
The 
prisoners 
were 
handcuffed in pairs. 
At Rochester 
a brakeman coming through the car 
left the front door unlocked. 
As 
the train would not make any more 
stops until it reached the peniten­ 
tiary, the sheriff did not relock the 


door. 
Just as 
the 
train was 
passing 
Emsworth, Cronin, who afterwards 
said he had picked open the lock 
of 
his 
handcuff, 
made 
a 
break 
for the 
forward 
door. 
He 
suc­ 
ceeded in getting out on the plat 
form, 
dragging 
Warden 
McCrea 
with him. 
For a few seconds the two men 
struggled on the 
platform of the 
car, the train rocking wildly as it 
sped on toward Allegheny at the 
rate of thirty five miles an hour. 


Just as other officers were about to 
grab 
him, 
Cronin 
jumped 
and 
pulled McCrea with him. 
It is supposed be realized that he 
would be killed, and determined to 
drag the officer to sure death with 
him. 
Together the two men struck 
the hard ballast on the westbound 
track.

States Commission er C. A. Pollock, 
on the charge of open in g a letter 
belon g to an other person , cashin g a 
check foun d therein an d appropri­ 
atin g the mon ey to her own use,says 
the St. Joseph Gazette. 
She was held in the sum of $200 
for her appearan ce at the Jan uary 
term of the federal court, her per­ 
son al bon d bein g accepted. 
The 
facts in the case, as related by the 
witn ess for the prosecution , 
an d 
which are admitted by the defen d 
an t to be true, are v ery simple. 
On the 8 th day of Jun e Letter 
Carrier Dav e Edwards called at the 
Home of Refuge, 702 North Twen ­ 
ty-fourth street, an d deliv ered to 
Mrs. Eddy a letter addressed to 
Chas. 
Patterson . 
When he had 
gon e she open ed it an d foun d a 
check for $15, drawn on the Ban k 
of Amity, DeKalb coun ty, in fav or 
of Chas. Patterson . 
She has a son who bears that 
n ame, an d she says she supposed as 
a matter of course the letter was for 
him, an d the check also. 
Accord­ 
in g to her testimon y, an d that oi 
her son , the latter had been expect­ 
in g some mon ey, an d on leav in g 
home a few weeks prior to the ar­ 
riv al of this letter he had author­ 
ized hei to open all mail that might 
come for him, an d if an y check or 
postoffice orders came, to sign his 
n ame for him an d use the mon ey. 
It tran spires that the con ten ts of 
this letter were of a peculiar n ature 
an d such that she must hav e kn own , 
had she read it, that the mon ey was 
n ot design ed for her Charles Pat­ 
terson . 
She says she did n ot read 
the letter before cashin g the check 
an d did n ot suspect that an ythin g 
irregular had been don e un til sev ­ 
eral days later, when in con v ersa­ 
tion with a frien d she learn ed that 
there was an other Charles Patter­ 
son in the city. 
Mean time, she had read the let­ 
ter, an d begin n in g to realize that 
she had made a mistake, she wen t 
to the ban k an d left her address, 
tellin g the cashier that in case an y­ 
on e appeared an d claimed to be 
the own er of the check, to 
sen d 
him to her an d she would make it 
all right. 
A few days after Mrs. Eddy had 
cashed the check the true own er of 
it called on E. J. Smith, ex-deputy 
Un ited States marshal, an d placed 
tiim in possession of the facts in the 
case, so far as he was acquain ted 
with them, an d en gaged Mr. Smith’s 
assistan ce in recov erin g the mon ey. 
Together they called at the Horae 
of Refuge 
an d 
in terv iewed Mrs. 
Eddy, who promptly ackn owledged 
the part she had played in the a f­ 
fair, explain ed how the mistake had 
been made an d expressed her will­ 
in gn ess to refun d the mon ey. 
She 
gav e Mr. Patterson $4 of the sura 
cash down an d the remain in g $ ii 
on 
the 
followin g 
Tuesday 
or 
Wedn esday. 
Subsequen tly the affair came to 
the ears of the federal authorities, 
resultin g in a warran t bein g sworn 
out, an d after bein g held for some 
weeks to await the presen ce of D ep­ 
uty Un ited States Marshal C. F. 
Halderman to serv e the papers, the 
arrest was made. 
Mrs. Eddy’s son was presen t at 
the hearin g yesterday, an d after his 
mother had testified, corroborated 
her story in detail. 
He was closely 
cross examin ed by the commission ­ 
er as to his employmen t durin g the 
past two years, with the object of 
learn in g from whom he was expect­ 
in g mon ey in May or Jun e last. 
It was fin ally 
dev eloped 
that 
some three or four years ago Chas. 
Patterson , the son , had a pon y for 
which he traded at the horse mar­ 
ket an d which he afterwards sold to 
on e George Marshall, a frien d of 
sev eral years’ stan din g, for $27 an d 
a gun . 
On ly a portion of the 
mon ey was paid down , youn g Pat­ 
terson declared, an d when Marshal*

ty, 
Wyomin g, he still owed the 
balan ce. 
They hav e correspon ded 
regularly from

presen t an d the witn ess said Mar 
shall had written in May that he 
would sen d him some mon ey soon 
As he was goin g away to work on a 


kin dn ess of his heart, 
n ev er en ­ 
forced the capias an d the fin es were 
n ev er paid. These thin gs in clin e the 
federal officers to thin k that per 
haps Mrs. Eddy did read the con ­ 
ten ts of the letter con tain in g the 
check before she cashed it, an d is 
n ot so in n ocen t as she would hav e 
it appear.
